Fire contract 


Union | 
pushes as 

mediation | 
nears |

With only nine days to go 
before the firefighters’ union and 
town officials meet with an arbi- 
trator to resolve 16 months of 
failed negotiation, several fire- 
fighters are pleading with select- 
men to settle the contract before 
then. 

They say the parties should 
take this last chance to come 
together, to preserve what little 
trust and respect remains 
between them, and to save the 
town the money it will spend on 
lawyers. 

Yet, in the 50 minutes that 
firefighters spent appealing to 
selectmen Monday night, the 
rifts between the union, the fire 
chief, the town officials and 
some residents only grew wider. 
In their most emotional display 
yet, firefighters walked to the 
podium one by one, scolding 
and pleading with officials with 
shaky voices and raging tempers. 

The union is angry that 

selectmen have not signed a con- 
tract that they say Town Manag- 
er Buzz Stapezynski agreed to 
back in April. Stapezynski says 
he never agreed to anything, and 
was up front about the fact that 
he can’t sign anything cefore 
geiting the selectmen’s approv al. 
Neither party will reveal the 
debate’s sticking point or points. 
Representatives of both sides are 
scheduled to meet with an arbi- 
trator from the Joint Labor Man- 
agement Committee in Boston 
on July 12 -a process that could 
add another eight months onto 
the negotiations, some say. 

Cliff Pattullo, a firefighter 
who has spoken publicly about 
the contract dispute, Fire Lt. Jim 
Cuticchia, union vice-president, 
and Chuck Murnane, fire chief, 
all say the headbutting won't 
affect the level of service doled 
out to residents.

Couple uncovering Andover's history

Volunteers Tony and | 
Arlene Sofia spend their Fri- 
day mornings beneath Town 
Offices in a cement room 
with a reinforced metal door. 
It is the town vault, holding 
the town’s permanent 
records back to 1646. “This 
has been our home for over a 
year,” says Tony Sofia. 

The couple show up at 
8:30 a.m. and sort through 
board of appeals records in 
the basement of the Bartlet 
Street building until 11:30, 
entering the documents into 
a spreadsheet on Tony 
Sofia’s computer. The Sofias 
have gone through the rest of 
the contents of the vault, 
documenting what is on each 
shelf. 

They have made several 
finds during their stay. 
They've recently come 
across 19th-century petitions 
to stop the railroad from 
coming through Andover. 
They’ve also found birth cer- 
tificates from the 1600s and 
1700s and a 1928 Phillips 
Academy primer. Entitled 
“An Andover Primer, 1778- 
1928” the book has a portrait 
of Paul Revere, who 
engraved the Phillips Acade- 
my seal. Tana Sherman of 
Phillips Academy concurred 
that in 1782 there is an entry

engrave a silver seal. “That 
man did more than just nd- 
ing the streets.” says Arlene 
Sofia.

Woman gives birth at home, as firefighters rush to assist

Auntie Jackie, Uncle Jimmy and 
Uncle Bobby might not attend all the 
family reunions at the Gemmell 
household. But they'll always be sur- 
rogate relatives. 

Also known as firefighters Jackie 
Moses, Jim Cuticchia and Bob Pelleti- 
er, all three rushed to take care of new- 
born Katelyn Gemmell whose unex- 
pected delivery at home Monday 
caught her mother and father by sur- 
prise. 

It happened early that morning 
around 4:30 a.m. Deanna Gemmell 
had a July 5 due date, but realized that 
her fourth child would be born early 
when she woke up to strong contrac- 
tions. She and her husband, Steve,

July 4th concerns not first

It was a Nf i} 
Thursday rning 
when the telephone rang 
at the water plant rang 
for plant superintendent 
John Pollano. A mem- 
ber of the state Depart 
ment of Environmental 
Protection was on the 
other end 
“They notified me 
that there was a 5,000- 
gallon spill of fuel north 
of Lowell into the Mer- 
rimack River,” he says 
The thought of the 
black poison swimming 
down the river, penetrat- 
ing Andovir’s water 
supply, was warning 
enough. Pollano ran to 
the department's com- 
puter system, which told 
him that Andover’s Fish 
Brook pumping station 
~ which connects to the 
mighty Merrimack 
happened, luckily, to be 
shut down. “Had it been 
online. it would have 
been shut down imme- 
diately,” he says 
It turned out that the 
May 30 event was a 
false alarm — a simulat- 
ed emergency, designed by DEP 
to test the communication and 
reaction skills of Massachusetts 
communities, in case of a real 
catastrophe. 
It's a simulation that DEP 
never before considered practic- 
ing — until the terrorists struck 
the nation on Sept. I] 
“T can’t remember a simulat- 
ed emergency prior to that,” says 
Pollano. 
Since that infamous date, 
DEP has conducted unan- 
nounced “simulated” tests 
twice 

After working at the town’s 
water department for 21 years, 
14 of them as superintendent, 
the level of monitoring and 
security at the plant is higher 
than it has ever been before

Looking at aged documents, Tony 
Sofia remarks at the neat, legible pen- 
manship of eal ly town recorders, 
before records were typed. Showing a 
tall. leather-bound tome, marked 
“Records of Town Meeting, 1875- 
1905.” he points out the large, stately 
script. “It’s almost better than what a 
computer can do.” he says The writ- 
ers change Obviously as one flips 
through the pages, but the writing 
remains clear and readable. 

Arlene Sofia pulls out each record, 
wrapped and folded in an envelope 
from the filing cabinet. The cabinet 
has small, deep drawers, like a card 
catalog, and the records are packed 
tightly. She dictates the information to 
her husband 

Tony Sofia expects it will take at 
least another year to finish their work. 


Senior voucher work 

The Sofias have lived in Andover 
for 33 vears and have three daughters, 
Debbie, Karen and Susan. 

Their work in the vault started as 
part of the senior tax voucher pro- 
sram, which allows seniors to get a 
$500 tax credit in exchange for 100 
hours of community service. 

They have participated for three 
vears in the program, w hich Tony 
Sofia calls “‘a fantastic thing, a good 
benefit.” 

He is a semi-retired engineer work- 
ing for Physical Sciences Inc. He also 


installs Web TVs in the houses of 
Andover seniors and generates senor 
bulletins for local access, channel 22. 
That cable work helped him finish his 
100 hours for the senior voucher pro- 
gram last January. “All I’m doing now 
is free time,” he says. He says he'll 
will continue working in the vault “as 
long as it remains fun.” 

The Sofias were recognized by the 
selectmen last week for their dedica- 
tion to the town 

Town Clerk Randy Hanson 1s 
happy someone volunteered to work 
inside the vault. “I don’t think every- 
body likes to go in these things,” she 
Says. 

“No one’s closed us in the vault 
yet,” says Tony Sofia. The door was 
fitted with an inside handle four to five 
years ago. Shelves are filled with 
records from all town departments that 
can’t ever be thrown out. The room 1s 
climate-controlled to protect old docu- 
ments. 

Hanson and her office appreciate 
all the work the Sofias have put in and 
have grown fond of the pair. “They are 
a lovely couple, we've appreciated 
their company,” says Hanson. She 
says they have been a “tremendous 
help to the office.” The vault was hard 
to navigate before the Sofias stepped 
in, because no one knew exactly what 
was inside. That problem is settled. 

“We know what shelf it’s on. We 
know where it’s going. (Records are) 
more easily retrievable. It’s pretty 
exciting,” says Hanson.

lion gallon capacity of Haggetts Pond 
would be enough to dilute any contam- 
inant dumped into it, says Pollano, pre- 
venting residents from getting sick. 
Others say it’s not that simple, as ter- 
rorists could use a pollutant that floats 
on top of the water. 

“There's a lot of unknowns,” says 
Pollano. 

Which is all the more reason to be 
prepared. In line with the new emer- 
gency response plan, the department is 
adding more chlorine to its treated 
water to minimize the potential for bac- 
teria. Employees visit the storage tanks 
across town more frequently, checking 
for signs of vandalism or tampering. 
Police cruisers drive through the plant's 
premises more frequently, and the 
water department checks on boaters. 
Drivers delivering truckloads of chemi- 
cals to the plant must arrive on schedule 
and on time, and present a photo identi- 
fication before hooking up any hoses to 
the building. 

And it’s more than 


changed. It’s the depart- 
ment’s attitude. 

“Say three years ago, 
if you saw people taking 
pictures (outside the 
plant), you would think 
nothing of it. Now you 
have to go out and ask 
them what they’re 
doing. It’s unfortunate, 
but you have to make 
sure people are there for 
good reasons,” says Pol- 
lano. 


Getting prepared for 
July 4, beyond 

Federal officials have 
issued warnings that the 
July 4 holiday could be 
a target date for new ter- 
rorist attacks. Accord- 
ingly, Andover’s water 
department will step up 
its precautions and per- 
form more tank and sta- 
tion checks, and keep a 
closer lookout around 
the station, manned 24

hours. 

“We're always going about business 
as usual, but we have a heightened 
awareness and responsibility,” says Pol- 
lano. 

There are those who will point out 
that Andover is no New York City or 
Washington, DC, and therefore, 
assumedly at a much less risk for a ter- 
rorist attack. 

“You can’t think that way,” says Pol- 
lano, looking out from the window 
where he can see Haggetts Pond shim- 
mering in the sun. “There's too much at 
stake.” 

It’s a responsibility for the well- 
being of 99 percent of the town’s 
31,000 residents. Only about 25 house- 
holds have wells in their back yards. 
The rest depend on the town for their 
water. 

The weight of the threat hit home in 
January, when water departments all 
over the country received a fax that 
claimed a North Africa-based terrorist 
group intended to “disrupt” water oper-

ations in 28 US cities. It was later deter- 
mined by the FBI that the fax was a 
hoax. but it was nerve wracking just the 
same, says Pollano. 

However, the threat to Andov er’s 
water supply is not entirely new, he 
points out, as it has always been possi- 
ble that a natural disaster or chemical 
spill could occur. 

“We have been concerned for many 
years with accidental contamination 
from chemical spills in our watershed 
area from (Interstates) 93 and 495, ele- 
vated bacteria counts upstream from the 
Fish Brook pumping station, storage 
tank vandalism and equipment failure 
that could disrupt our ability to provide 
safe drinking water,” he says. 

In fact, one day after DEP pulled its 
simulated emergency on May 30, Pol- 
lano’s phone rang again with the very 
real alarm that hydrochloric acid had 
accidentally poured into the Merrimack 
River. Again, the Fish Brook station 
was offline, and Andover was not in 
immediate danger.

hide the fact that relationships 
between all parties involved are 
deteriorating — and no one will 
venture to say exactly how that 
could impact the town in the 
long run. 

“Shame on the Board of 
Selectmen, the town manager 
and our own fire chief, Chuck 
Murnane,” said firefighter David 
Lynch Monday night. “What are 
you trying to prove?” Another 
firefighter cursed Murnane, 
pointing out that the chief, who 
is not a union member, had not 
attended any of the meetings to 
support the firefighters. 

Earlier on Monday, Murnane 
told a Townsman reporter that he 
does support the firefighters, and 
remembers what it’s like to be in 
their shoes. He said that the 
department is “above” letting 
this issue weaken their devotion 
to the town and their jobs, but 
acknowledged that tension is 
making things difficult. 

“I’m looked at as manage- 
ment. I’m looked at as the 
enemy,” he said. The fire chief 
sits in negotiations as part of the 


Police are looking for two 
people who walked into 
Nazarian’s Jewelers last 
Thursday empty handed, and 
walked back out with a dia- 
mond necklace that didn’t 
belong to them. 

Investigators believe a 
man and a woman stole a 
piece of jewelry worth more 
than $30,000 from the Main 
Street store in broad daylight. 

The necklace is a plat- 
inum and diamond tennis 
necklace, says Steve Nazari- 
an, a member of the family 
that owns the store. The 
employee who waited on the 
couple last Thursday was not 
available to comment, but 
Nazarian recalled some of 
the details 

“They were prospective 
buyers, sort of meandering 
around, pricing some things. 
Two or three (employees) 
had actually approached 
them because they were 


around so long,” he says. 

He says the couple were 
“Spanish speaking” and were 
between 48 and 55 years of 
age. Police are still investi- 
gating how they got their 
hands on the jewelry. 

“The case wasn’t broken,” 
says Lt. Jim Hashem. 

Nazarian says the neck- 
lace was displayed in a store 
window, with one open pane 
that was close to the wall. 
“Somehow they were able to 
gain access to that,” he says. 

The necklace was insured. 

Hashem says police will 
create composite sketches of 
the suspects from the wit- 
ness’s observations. They do 
not believe that the theft is 
related to a January break-in 
at Royal Jewelers, located 
across the street, nor have 
they noticed an increase in 
jewelry thefts in the Merri- 
mack Valley.

After it seemed that Avalon 
Bay Communities had cleared 
all its hurdles to build 115 rental 
units on River Road, a new 
obstacle has shot up in its path. 

Members of Protect Andover 
Zoning (PAZ) have filed an 
appeal to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals decision to approve 
Avalon’s comprehensive permit 
application. 

The ZBA approval, issued in 
May, paved the way for the 
developer to turn the St. Clare 
monastery into residential hous- 
ing in the rural neighborhood. 
As required by a comprehensive 
permit, 29 of the units would be 
rented at affordable rates, or 
rates for middle- and low- 
income residents. 

The selectmen put their 
stamp of approval on the project 
last month when they approved 
an amendment to a 1998 agree-

Ravens Bluff resident Mike 
Gentile says his fellow PAZ 
members are strongly behind 
the appeal. He’s disappointed in 
what he calls the “lack of leader- 
ship” from selectmen and plan- 
ning officials on this project. 

“Tt seems to me that develop- 
ers are having a field day in 
Andover,” he says, commenting

Construction projects, negotiations among issues town lead

The summer months are 
ibout to get stickier for Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski, 
who is officially on the hot seat. 

The selectmen’s annual 
review of the town manager’s 
performance is about to begin, 
ind there will be plenty for the 
board to talk about. 

Last year, selectmen graded 
Stapezynski using scores one 
through five (with five being the 
highest possible score) on his 
management of town projects, 
such as the new schools and the 


safety center

considering that New England 
has a severe problem with mer- 
cury contamination in its bod- 
ies of water. Mercury doesn’t 
show up so much in the water 
itself, because it is usually in 
an insoluble form sitting near 
the bottom. But the fish that 
consume it carry the mercury 
around in their bodies, and it 
can become dangerous when a 
person eats that fish. 

Andover’s own Pomps 
Pond, Foster’s Pond and 
Haggetts Pond have had posted 
mercury warnings along their 
borders. 

Health Director Everett 
Penney says the state Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protec- 
tion conducts annual, or semi- 
annual tests of fish in local 
lakes and ponds. It sends that 
information to the Department 
of Public Health, which deter- 
mines which level of warning — 
if any — to post by the lake. The 
levels run from P1 through PS, 
with P| being the lowest risk. 
Last year, Foster's Pond was 
classified as P1, which means 
that pregnant women and chil-

dren less than 12 years old 
should not eat the fish. It’s 
gone as high as P5 in years 
past, which is a general warn- 
ing for everyone not to con- 
sume the fish. 

“Mercury is a neurotoxin. It 
can cause brain retardation and 
learning disabilities and it can 
kill people if you get enough in 
your system.” he says. 

It may seem as though the 
amount of mercury in that ther- 
mometer or fluorescent light is 
miniscule, says Carolyn Dann, 
a recycling coordinator for the 
state and a member of the 
town’s recycling committee. 

“(But) when you look 
around a city and see all the 
fluorescent lights, and every 
one has a tiny bit of mercury in 
them, they do add up,” she 
says. And it’s not just the 
lights. Steam irons, washing 
machine lids, freezer doors, air 
conditioners and some sneak- 
ers that have flashing lights 
may contain mercury. To help 
residents identify them, Tuck- 
er’s bill proposes that all manu- 
facturers of these products 
must label them as such. The 
bill will encourage the compa- 
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nies to find alternative materi- 
als, by requiring the companies 
that do not find alternatives to 
collect their products and dis- 
pose of them properly, assum- 
ing all costs. 

Andover has had a ther- 
mometer-exchange program, 
sponsored by its incinerator 
company Wheelabrator, for 
two years, says Penney. 
Enough residents participate, 
dropping off their thermome- 
ters and thermostats to fill a 
five-gallon bucket in the health 
department at town offices 
every three months. 

“I’ve traded in all my mer- 
cury thermometers,” says 
Tucker. The Statehouse also 
sponsored a thermometer- 
exchange program last week. 

The legislative session is 
coming to an end, and Tucker 
intends to push this bill 
through before it closes. 

“Massachusetts should be a 
leader in environmental legis- 
lation. Connecticut, Rhode 
Island and Maine have already 
passed strong mercury reduc- 


tion laws.” she says. “One of 


my goals before we adjourn 
this year is this bill.”

Remembering on July 4 


By Jesse Greenspan 

On June 17, 1775, the Amer- 
ican colonists inflicted heavy 
losses on a numerically superior 
British force, in what later 
became known as the Battle of 
Bunker Hill. 

Of the 2,400 to 4,000 Ameri- 
can troops who participated in 
the battle, only one person was 
singled out for valiance and 
bravery - Andover resident 
Salem Poor. 

Poor, who was born a slave in 
1742, bought his freedom 27 
years later from John Poor III 
for 27 pounds. He remained a 
servant to his former master for 
the next few years, in the

- When tensions between the 
British and colonists continued 
to mount, Poor enlisted in Ben- 
jamin Ames’ company of 
Colonel Frey’s regiment. This 
group was too late arriving on 
the scene during the Battle of 
Lexington and Concord, but it 
was there on Breed’s Hill 
(where the Battle of Bunker Hill 
was actually fought) when the 
British attempted to seize the 
high ground around Boston. 

Legend has it that British 
Lieutenant-Colonel James 
Abercrombie, one of the highest 
ranking officers in the field, was 
charging up the hill and yelled,

“Wee declare that a Negro Man, 
called Salem Poor... behaved 
like an Experienced officer, as 
well as an Excellent Soldier,” 
the letter stated. “ Wee Would 
Only begg leave to say in the 
Person of this said Negro Cen- 
ters a brave and gallant soldier.” 

The letter was signed by 14 
officers, including Colonel 
William Prescott, but to this day, 
no one knows exactly what Poor 
did to receive such a prestigious 
honor, according to Prigot. 

After the battle, in which 226 
British troops were killed to 
only 140 Americans, very few 
details of Poor’s life are known. 
In 1776 he enlisted in Captain 
Abram Tyler’s Company of the

Why did Poor fight for 
American independence? 

“We don’t know and we can 
only speculate,” said Prigot, 
who will be giving a talk about 
Poor at the Andover Historical 
Society on July 10 at noon. 
“There is a lot of mystery to the 
story. Was it patriotism? Was he 
looking for freedom? We just 
don’t know.” 

Whatever it was, it inspired 
Poor to become one of the 
unknown heroes of the Ameri- 
can Revolution.

Despite the selectmen’s gen- 
erous donation of their time and 
culinary expertise, Major is 
quick to point out that many ol 
the politicians serving breakfast 
never forget that they are still 
politicians. “You can definitely 
tell who has worked behind the 
grill and who has not.
